The compromise sum, in- 
cluded in an omnibus supple- 
mental appropriation bill cover- 
Ing various governmental ac- 
tivities in the current fiscal 
vear, carries a. provision Which 
will allow the memorial funds 
to remain available until ex- 
pended 

The committee's action= in 
retaining this provision repre- 
sented a_ victor! for backers 
of the ! rial. project, since 
the House previously had de- 
leted the authority for the 
authority for the money to re- 
main available until spent 

Report to House Monday. 

Representative Clarence Can- 
non ‘Dem Missouri, chairman 
of the House Appropriations 
Committee, said the conference 
report WOU be preesnted to 
the House ‘londay He pre- 
dicted it would be approved 

Cannon who headed the 
House delegation in the confer- 
‘nee committee. told the Post- 
Dispatch he regretted that the 
committee had not approved the 
entire $3,000,000 originally re- 
quested for the St. Louis pro}- 
eci 

Committee approval of the 
compromise amount, however 
will establish a policy unde 
which future appropriations for 
the memorial can be sought, 
Cannon observed 

“We will take care of the ad- 
ditional funds in future appro- 
priation bills,’ he declared 
“St. Louis has done its part,

As approved by the commit- 
tee, the $2,640,000 would be 
used to begin work on a 3000- 
foot tunnel on the levee to 
carry railroad tracks past the 
memoria! Relocation of the 
five sets of tracks would permit 
an unobstructed view over the 
proposed park and the river. 

Under an arrangement 
worked out by the Park Service 
with the Missouri Pacific and 
Terminal Railroads, the tracks 
would be relocated in the tun- 
nel, which would have an 18- 
foot clearance.

He has a full schedule 
of invitations from heads of 
state in six countries, many of 
them returning White House 
hospitality of the Trumans. 

The principal reason he is 
making the trip at this time, 
Truman said, is to accept an 
honorary doctorate of laws de- 
gree from Oxford University 
June 20 

“I'm going to have dinner 
with the Prime Minister, lunch 
with Mr. Churchill and tea with 
the Queen,” he said of his other 
engagements in England 

He also has accepted invita- 
tions of the Premier and Presi- 
dent of France, the Premier 
and President of Italy, the 
Chancellor of Germany, the 
Queen and Prince Consort of 
The Netherlands, the Prime 
Minister of Belgium and the 
United States Ambassadors in 
London, Paris and Rome. 


CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL'S 
CLAIMS CALLED MISLEADING 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP) 
—The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion today issued a complaint 
accusing the Franklin Institute 
of Rochester, N.Y., of misrepre- 
senting that it is connected with 
the United States Government. 

The FTC complaint said this 
is part of a scheme on the part 
of the institute to sell corre- 
spondence courses for civil serv- 
ice examinations It alleged 
the firm uses newspaper ads 
saying “U.S. Govt. Jobs!” as the 
means of getting leads on pros- 
pective customers. 

The FTC said these advertise- 
ments are neither ‘prepared, 
approved, suggested (nor) con- 
doned by the United States Gov- 
ernment.” The complaint add- 
ed that salesmen calling on 
prospects claimed the firm is 
either officially related to the 
Government or indorsed by it. 

The FTC alleged that other 
claims made by salesmen for 
the institute include assurances 
that students will get a Gov- 

ernment job on completing the 
course. 


TURKEY ACCUSES RUSSIAN 
AIDE AS SPY, SEEKS OUSTER 


ANKARA, May 11 (UP) — 
Turkey charged the assistant 
Soviet military attache in 
Ankara with espionage today 
and asked Russia to recall him 
to Moscow. 

The Foreign Ministry con- 
firmed that it had asked for the 
recall to Moscow of assistant 
military attache Nikolai V 
Iochenkov. A spokesman said 
security police had caught 
Iochenkov engaging in espion- 
age work.

STOCK EXCHANGE MEMBER 
EXPELLED OVER APPLICATION 


NEW YORK, May 11 (AP)— 


A member of the New York 
Stock Exchange has been ex- 
pelled in the first such action 


taken since 1944, the Exchange 
announced today. 

The Exchange announced to- 
day that the member, George 
Stein, had been expelled by the 
board of governors yesterday. 
The announcement stated that 
Stein violated the Exchange 
constitution in making ‘a, mate- 
rial misstatement to the Ex- 
change in connection with his 
application in April 1954 to be 
admitted as a member of the 
Exchange.” 

Stein stated, according to the

AUTO LAYOFF PAY PLAN TEST SOON 


——By Sam Dawson - 


NEW YORK. May 11 (AP). 
HREE WEEKS from today the auto industry will start test- 
ing out its layoff pay plan—thereby adding still another 
batch of uncertainties to a rather trying year. 
Neither workers nor Tnanagement, probably, expected when 
they set up the Supplemental Unemployment 
Benefit (S.U.B.) program a year ago that its 
Starting date, June 1, would find the 
industry in its present difficult position. 

The trust funds on which to draw for the 
pay to supplement state unemployment bene- 
fits haven't built up to as big a sum by now 
as expected. That's because the companies 
put 5 cents in the kitty for each hour worked. 
But, what with layoffs and cutbacks in hours 
worked, the total has been slipping steadily 
this year, and the funds haven't grown at 
the pace they did at first during the industry's

boom period. 

ALREADY SOME 130,000 WORKERS IN THE auto and 
related industries are idle—without benefit of S.U.B. checks 
Under the rules any laid off this month will be subject to layoff 
pay starting June 1 unless recalled before then. And any laid 
off after June 1 will be, too—but there are strings attached to 
that. The amount that laid off workers will get depends on 
their length of service and also on the size of the reserve funds 
Since those with the least seniority are usually the firs be 
laid off, they don't much. And since the reserve funds 
are far below their maximum goals as yet, the length of time 
that the eligible can collect may not be great 

IF THE FUNDS HAD BEEN BUILT TO THEIR maximun 
the companies would supplement state unemployment compensa- 
tion so as to provide a laid off man with 65 per cent of his take 
home pay for four weeks and 60 per cent for the next 22 weeks. 
But even this is subject to the laws of various states. June 1 
seems sure to find auto dealers with a record number of unsold 
new cars on their hands. Already the dealers—and the car 
buying public—have been warned that next year’s models may 
carry higher price tags because of increased cost of materials 
and operations. The 5 cents an hour that the companies must 
put into the trust funds is one of the costs of operation. And 
whenever the trust funds are pulled down by jobless payments, 
the companies must start paying into the kitty again until it 
hits its maximum 

ANOTHER UNCERTAINTY IS JUST HOW LONG the auto 
plants will close down this summer for model changeovers. In 
many cases the model changes are considerable this time. And 
this may bring the first real big test of S.U.B.—whether the 
reserve funds will be big enough by then for the plan to work 
fully and lavoff payments go on during the entire changeover 
period. Workers and management in other industries will be 
watching closely to see how the plan works out, and what bugs, 
if any, show up. Steel workers say they want some sort of S.U.B. 
themselves. They will be negotiating a new contract about the 
time the auto industry's S.U.B. starts operating, and the steel 
workers and management may get some tips from the auto 
industry s experience. 

SOME UNIONS HAVE SHOWN LITTLE INTEREST in get- 
ting S.U.B. for themselves. The National Industrial Conference 
Board reports it has queried 51 labor leaders representing 
unions with 7,000,000 members and that the majority favors 
other ways of getting security for their workers.

A Shrine to Early Day Methodist 


Rites Sunday at Graves of Ludwig Jacoby and Wife, Salem Church Founders

NE Sunday in August, 1841, 
OF newcomer to St. Louis, 

Ludwig S. Jacoby, and his 
wife, Amalie, walked into a de- 
serted brick church on Seventh 
and Carr streets to hold serv- 
ices. They waited a while but 
no congregation came, so Ja- 
coby began ringing the church 
bell. After a few minutes of 
his vigorous tolling, people be- 
gan coming out of their houses 
to see what was going on. And 
Jacoby assembled the congre- 


gation for the first German 
Methodist church west of the 
Mississippi 

Jacoby, who was then 28 


years old, didn’t stop his mis- 
sionary work here. He later re- 
turned to his native Germany, 
founded the Methodist church 
there and in Switzerland, then 
came back to America and 
worked tirelessly in the found- 
ing of more churches and 
schools.

LTHOUGH arriving here at the SHADY OAK THE- 
ATER tonight four after it was produced, the 
French farce, “FANFAN THE TULIP” is a welcome di- 
vertissement in an otherwise drab week. This is a gay and 
impudent spoof on the swashbuckler type 
of costume picture, a sort of “Three Mus- 
keteers” played for laughs. It ranges from 
satire to the broadest burlesque in a three- 
man defeat of the army of the enemies of 
France.

There is a 
lot of talk in all the states about 
interposition, but it is a legal 
nothing The word was first 
heard in Virginia in 1798 and 
it means that, theoretically, a 
state can interpose itself be- 
tween the Supreme Court and 
the Coristitution in an effort 
to protect the Constitution. It 
was used to protest a court de- 
cision against’the Alien and 
Sedition Act. The act died be- 
fore the case for interposition 
could be heard. 

In 1814, the states of Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut tried 
interposition in protest against 
the conduct of the War of 1812. 
The war ended before the case 
could be heard. Just before the 
Civil War, the state of Wiscon- 
sin interposed to protest the re- 
turn to the South of a fugitive 
slave. The war started before 
the case could be heard, so 
there is no precedent for inter- 
position.
